Spurious wines sell from fifteen to 
thirty-five cents, some higher, principally

restaurant-keopers. ’ and 
are generally m ade of about 20 per cent, 
cheap California

best-informed California dealers here is that 
only additional Congressional legislation 
will meet the ditlieulty. The present rev­ 
enue law taxing the m anufacture of spuri­ 
ous wines is inoperative, and by some re­ 
garded as unconstitutional.

New Y ork, November 1.8th.—The Cali­ 
fornia wine trade is very m uch interested 
in the action of the State Y iticultural So­ 
ciety to protect tlie trade against spurious 
wines manufactured here and elsewhere. 
Due of the oldest California im porters in 
the city, established eighteen years, say s: 
*’ The spurious business was never carried 
on here so largely and boldly as now. Their 
agents presume to offer their manufactures 
to reputable houses in th»- trade and in tIn- 
State, and they embrace all lines of the 
native wine business, with imitations well 
calculated to deceive ordinary judges. 
Fif­ 
teen to tw enty firms are engaged in tin- 
adulteration here, and some on a large 
scale. T heir nam es are well-known to the 
trade, but dealers naturally decline to give 
them . 
Spurious wines sell from fifteen to 
thirty-five cents, some higher, principally 
to 
saloon 
and 
restauraiit-koepers. and 
are generally made of about 20 per cent, 
cheap California 
wine, 
w ith 
glucose 
water, 
flavored 
and 
colored to 
suit 
emergencies. 
The 
opinion 
of 
the 
best-informed California dealers here is that 
only additional Congressional legislation 
will meet the difficulty. The present rev­ 
enue law taxing the m anufacture of spuri­ 
ous wines is inoperative, and by some re­ 
garded as unconstitutional. 
A sim ilar law 
to that passed by the New York Legislature 
under w hich the spurious butter trade is 
now being vigorously handled here, is 
wanted for the protection of the native wine 
trade.” 
One Californian sa id : 
Tiie skill attained 
iu the m anufacture of spurious w hite and 
red wines equals tlie finest products of the 
im itation of butter in tlie m arket. 
Califor­ 
nia sherry, so-called, but m ade in Beaver 
street, of little spirits, some raisins, consul 
erublo water and sherry flavoring, which 
deceives good judges of the California arti­ 
cle, and costs the m anufacturers 45 cents 
per gallon, is sold at 05 to 75 cents. Cali­ 
fornia champagne, another big swindle, 
which lias an extensive sal»-, is simply 
cheap California wine charged with gas.” 
A respectable dealer in California brandy 
said to your reporter: “ Tlie uduiteratii m of 
California wines is also done in San F ran ­ 
cisco by unscrupulous dealers. 
Many bit­ 
ter complaints are made about it here.” 
T lie C h in ese C ase in N ew Y ork. 
N ew Y ork, November isth .—The case 
of the Chinam an who arrived in the ship 
Twilight, and whom the custom officers re­ 
fused to allow to land, taken in connection 
w ith Ah Kee’s case, reported in these dis­ 
patches. awakens unfriendly criticism here 
am ong a large portion of the com m unity 
opposed to the Chinese Restriction Act. 
The Twilight case is tiie harder, because, 
according to Captain Johnson’s testimony, 
the Chinam an actually resided in America 
before the Restriction Act was passed.

m ining camp o f Northern Arizona. 
Financial difficulties caused the furnace 
at Elna, Inyo county, to shut down last 
week, but the trouble was thought to lie but 
temporary. 
A new quartz location near AYasliington, 
Nevada county, show s a vein averaging $72 
per ton. 
A tunnel is to be run into the hill 
this winter. 
Rattier m ining district, in San Bernar­ 
dino county, lias lately received consider­ 
able attention from San Francisco parties, 
several investm ents having been made by 
them . 
A great deal of paying ore is now being 
taken out of the sm all m ines down about 
Silver City. Nev. 
The w hole surface o f the 
country down that way is tilled with sm all 
veins and feeders o f quartz that is rich in 
gold. 
Old Atlanta, one o f the richest little dis­ 
tricts in Idaho, :> taking on a new lease of 
life.

not only to you. but to all the Republicans 
o f M aine.

inherited from m y ancestry, and w hich I 
shall transm it to m y children. 
But I do 
not lim it m y thanks to the State of liiv 
residence and the State o f m y birth. 
I owe 
m uch to the true anil zealous friends in 
N ew England w ho worked so nobly for the 
Republican paity and its candidates, and 
to the em inent scholars and divines, who. 
stepping aside from their ordinary avoca­ 
tions, made m y cause their cause, and to 
loyalty to principle added the special com ­ 
plim ent o f standing as m y personal repre­ 
sentatives in the national struggle.

because it introduces into the 
republic the i ule of a m inority. 
The first 
instinct 
o f 
an 
Am erican 
is equality 
o f right, equality o f privilege, equality of 
political power—tlmt equality which says to 
every citizen, “ Your vote is just as good, 
just as potential, as the vote of any other 
citizen.” 
That cannot be said to-day in the 
United States. 
The course o f affairs in the 
South has crushed out the political power 
o f more than (>,000,000 Am erican citizens, 
and lias transferred it by violence to others. 
Fortv-two Presidential Electors are assigned 
to the South on account o f the colored 
population, and yet the colored population, 
with m ore than 1,000,000 legal voters, have 
been unable to choose a single elector. 
Even in thoseStatcs where they have a ma­ 
jority of more than 100,000, they are de­ 
prived o f free suffrage, and their rights as 
citizens are scornfully trodden under foot. 
The eleven States that comprised the rebel 
contederaey had by the census o f 1980 
7,500,000 white population and 5,300.000 
colored population. 


THE COLORED POPULATION, 
A lm ost to a m an, desire to support the Re­ 
publican party; 
but by a system o f cruel 
intim idation, and by violence and murder, 
whenever violence and murder are thought 
necessary, they are absolutely deprived of 
all political power. 
If the outrage stopped 
there, it would be bad enough; but it does 
not stop there; for not only is the negro 
population disfranchised, but the power 
which rightfully and constitutionally bo­ 
lones to them is transferred to the white 
population, enabling the w hite population 
o f the South to exert an electoral influence 
for beyond that exerted by the sam e iiiini 
her o f w hite people in the North. 
To illits- 
irate jusi how it works to the destruction of, 
all fair elections, lot m e present to you five 
States in the late Confederacy and live loyal 
States o f the North, possessing in each sec­ 
tion the sam e number o f electoral votes : 
In the 
South, the States o f Louisiana. 
Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia and South 
Carolina have in tlie aggregate 48 electoral 
votes. 
They have 2,800,l)0<5 white people, 
and over ;>,000,000 colored people. 
In the 
North, the States of W isconsin, M innesota, 
Iowa, Kansas and California have likewise 
in the aggregate48 electoral votes, and they 
have a white population o f 5,000,000, or 
just double the five Southern States which 
I have mimed. 
The Northern States have 
practically no colored population. 
It is 
therefore evident^ that the w hite m en in 
those Southern States, by usurping and ab­ 
sorbing the rights o f the colored m en, are 
exerting just double the political power o f 
the white m en in the Northern States. 
I 
subm it, 
my 
friends, 
that 
such 
a 
condition 
o f 
affairs 
is 
extraordinary, 
unjust and derogatory to the m anhood of 
the North. 
Even those w ho are vindict­ 
ively opposed to negro suffrage w ill not 
deny that if Presidential Electors are as­ 
signed to the South by reason o f the negro 
population, that population ought to he 
perm itted free suffrage in the election. 
To 
deny that clear proposition, is to affirm 
that the Southern w hite man in the gulf 
States is entitled to double the political 
power o f the Northern white man in the 
lake Suites. 
It is to affirm that the Con­ 
federate soldier shall wield twice the in ­ 
fluence in the nation that the Union soldier 
can. and that perpetual and constantly in ­ 
creasing superiority shall be conceded to 
the Southern w hite man in the governm ent 
o f the Union, if that be quietly conceded in 
this generation, it w ill harden into a cus­ 
tom, until the badge o f inferiority will 
attach to the 
Northern w hite man as 
odiously 
as 
ever 
a 
Norman 
noble

churl. 
This subject is of deep interest to the labor­ 
ing men o f the North. 
With the Southern 
Democracy rampant in t heir States and in 
the nation, the negro w ill be com ¡«I led to 
work for just such wages as they decree— 
wages which w ill am ount, as did the slaves’, 
to a bare subsistence, equal in cash, per­ 
haps, to 35 cents per day, as an average 
over the entire South. 
The w hite laborer 
o f the North w ill soon feel the distinctive 
effect o f this upon his own wages. 
The 


ruinous reduction o f wages. 
T he mere 
difference o f the color o f the skin w ill not 
suffice to m aintain an entirely different 
standard in the wages o f contiguous and 
adjacent States, and the voluntary w ill be 
com pelled to yield to the involuntary. 
So 
com pletely have the colored m en in the 
South been already deprived by the D em ­ 
ocratic party of their constitutional and 
legal rights as citizens ot the U nited States, 
that they regard the advent o f that party to

THE SIGNAL OF T1IF.IR ENSLAVEMENT, 
A nd areaffriglitened, because they think all 
legal protection for them is gone. 
Few 
persons in the North realize how com ­ 
pletely the chiefs o f the rebellion wield the 
political power w hich lias trium phed in 
the late election. 
It is a portentous fact 
that Democratic Senators, w ho come from 
the States o f the late Confederacy, all—and 
I mean all, without asin gle exception—per­ 
sonally participated in the rebellion against 
the National Government. 
It is a still 
more significant fact that in those States 
no man w ho was loyal to the U nion, no 
matter how strong a Dem ocrat he m ay be 
to-day, has the slightest chance o f political 
prom otion. 
T he one great 
avenue 
to

It w ill, at least, establish the 
equality o f w hite m en under national gov­ 
ernm ent, and w ill give to the Northern 
man, w ho fought to preserve the U nion, as 
large a voice in its governm ent as m ay be 
exercised by the Southern man, who fought 
to destroy the U nion. 
The contest just 
closed utterly dwarfs the fortunes and fate 
o f the candidates, whether successful nr un­ 
successful. 
Purposely, I m ay say instinct­ 
ively. I have discussed the issues and conse­ 
quences o f that contest w ithout reference to 
m y ow n defeat—without the remotest refer­ 
ence totliegentlem an w ho is elevated to the 
Presidency. 
Towards him , personally, I 
have no cause for the slightest ill-will,"and 
it is with cordiality that I express a wish 
that his official career m ay prove gratifying 
to him self and beneficial to the country, 
and that his adm inistration may overcome 
the embarrassments w hich the peculiar 
source o f its power im poses upon it from 
the hour of its birth.

County Bridges and Roads. 
J. C. I’ierson, County Surveyor, pre­ 
sented to the Board of Supervisors yester­ 
day the following report, 
which was 
received and placed on tile, and the recom­ 
mendations as to repairs to the bridge at 
Folsom adopted: 
I beg leave to lay before your honorable 
Board a report showing the progress of the 
work under my charge in the county. 
On the American River road the work 
embraced in the contract with the San 
Francisco Bridge Company is completed, 
consists of 200 lineal feet of new bridges, 
making three new ones and adding two 
spans to one old one on this road north of 
the American river. 
These bridges have been completed 
strictly in accordance with the specifica­ 
tions, and are strong, substantial structures. 
1 have made estimates of the amount of 
lumber used in their construction, and 
have corresponded with the Bridge Com­ 
pany in regard to their hill, ami herewith 
present their demand, corrected to agree 
with my measurements. I also present a 
communication from them in regard to a 
surplus of timber left on tiie ground with­ 
out recommendation. 
The work of grading, under the contract 
with James Touhcy, is making satisfactory 
progress, and will be completed this week. 
It is being thoroughly well done and in 
accordance with the specilications. 
At the present time the work of maca­ 
damizing that part of the road between the 
two last bridges is in progress, eleven car­ 
loads of granite having been received and 
delivered on the road. The balance of the 
granite required is arriving at the rate of 
two carloads per day. 
The excavation for the new bridge, for 
which Bean A Bohn have the contract, will 
be commenced this week. 
In regard to the towers of the suspension 
bridge at Folsom, an examination of which 
•was ordered at your last meeting, I find, 
after thoroughly examining each piece of 
timber embraced in them, that they arc in 
such a reasonable state of preservation that 
hut a small amount of work is needed to 
insure their service lor several years to 
come. J am of the opinion that with $00 
to expend on them this fall I can put them 
in good repair for one year, and that no 
greater sum will be required per year for 
the next three years, probably not as 
much. They were thoroughly well built 
and have a large surplus of strength. 


P o l i c e C ofrt.—lu the Police Court yes­ 
terday the charge of disturbing the peace 
pending against Jerry Haley was dismissed. 
The charge of battery against him was 
tried, and resulted in 'h is conviction. He 
will receive judgment to-day. The cases of 
Mary Foster and Mrs. Jmlson, for misde­ 
meanor in not complying with the health 
ordinance, were continued until the 25th. 
(ico. J. Arnold and Geo. A. Woodin, taken 
in for having been drunk, forfeited their 
deposits. Jim Dugan, similarly charged, 
was sentenced to twenty-four hours in the 
City Jail. Ell Mayo, accused of misde­ 
meanor, was discharged. Richard Stokes- 
bury, who snatched a $ 10 piece from an­ 
other man and was arrested for petit lur 
ceny, was sentenced to pay a line of fGO or 
bo locked up sixty days. The cases of 
Frank Fairchild, John Smith and John M. 
Donaphin, for grand larceny, was continued 
until to-morrow. 


Board ok Supervisors.—1The Board met 
yesterday, all the members present except 
Mr. McLaughlin. Minutes read and ap­ 
proved. The Clerk was on motion author­ 
ized to procure a new seal for the Board, 
bearing the inscription. " Board of Super­ 
visors, County of Sacramento." The report 
of J. C. Pierson, County Surveyor, in regard 
to bridges, etc., was placed on tile. On mo­ 
tion of Mr. Blair. Mr. Pierson was author­ 
ized to have necessary repairs made to the 
Folsom bridge, in accordance with his re­ 
port. The rules were suspended and the 
accounts of N. S. Bennett, for $55, and A. 
Keitliley, $-’4, allowed. 


M aking I t S afe.—The railroad com­ 
pany has a large force of men engaged in 
constructing a work near the northern end 
of the 
river bridge to prevent the 
current ot^W L river from cutting the bank 
away near the end of the bridge, and 
threatening that structure. A large amount 
of stone and brush is being used, and when 
the men have finished everything will be 
safe.

A GOOD MAN HAS GONE. 
[Wm. 1'. Hicks, whose unsullied name stands nt 
the head of this obituary, has passed to the 
land of the pure and blest. On Friday even­ 
ing, November 14th, at about 9 o’clock, he fell 
asleep as gently as a babe in its mother’s arms. 
Mr. Hicks was horn in Westbrook, Maine, in 
ls:!0, and was therefore in his fifty-fourth year 
nt the time of his death. He received hisedu- 
eation at WesfbrookSeraiuury, came to Califor­ 
nia ill 1851, and located for a time at Folsom. 
He was engaged iu mining and bookkeeping 
for J. H. Carroll and G. W. Mo we. From Fol­ 
snm lie removí d to Reno, Nev., where lor two 
years or more he acted as agent for II. G. Smith 
* Co. He has been in the employment of the 
same firm in Sacramento for about fifteen 
years. Four or five months ago he was obliged 
to leave his desk as bookkeeper, in order to 
recuperate his failing health. But his vitality 
was so low that he was unable to resist the 
encroachment of disease and quick consump­ 
tion soon accomplished its deadly work. The 
last act of his life was performed on the 4th of 
November, when he was carried by a friend 
to tlie polls to vote. From a remark he made 
at the time, he seemed to have the premoni­ 
tion that he should never vote for another 
President. The deceased leaves a wife, w ho 
seemed providentially raised for a sick bed, to 
render a patient, loving, watchful service iu 
his lust hours; ulso two sisters, one in West­ 
brook, Maine, and the other in Lynn, Mass. 
The only other near relatives are astepmother 
and two half-sisters. Mr. Hicks was a most 
loving and devoted husband, a warm and 
genial friend, a man of unimpeachable integ­ 
rity and the most scrupulous honesty. He 
said at one tim e: “ Though I have handled 
millions of other people’s money, yet it had 
no more value to me than so many chips.” 
Would that in these degenerate days of vio­ 
lated trust nteu in public aud private life 
might be governed by such principles of 
lionor. His great unselfishness of character; 
his 
constant 
generosity in 
his humble 
way, to the poor and to the needy; his kind 
ami gentle bearing, rendered him approach­ 
able and attractive to all who knew him. 
One other prominent trait of his character 
was unostentation, lie loved the quietude of 
home and retiracy of family life. Modest and 
gentle as a woman’s nature, he loved a life of 
seclusion, wherein he might gratify his literary 
tastes and enjoy communion with “ the true, 
the beautiful and the good." While he never 
made a public profession of religion, he was a 
constant reader of the Bible, and never laid 
his head upon his pillow without lifting his 
heart to God in gratitude for all His goodness 
and mercy to him through the day. In per­ 
fect harmony with this life-long custom, it 
was but natural on his death-be<l to clasp his 
hands once more in prayer and say: " O, my 
heavenly father, I love Thee, I love Thee, 1 
love Thee! Thou hast always taken care of 
me, and now Thou wilt not forsake me. O, 
my heavenly father, protect us. and keep us 
from all evil.” Then ¡.lacing his emaciated 
hand njKon the head of his heart-broken wife, 
he offered a most touching prayer for her. 
11c had no fear of death. He said to his wife: 
"My future is as clear as the sun. I am going 
home. We go through the dark river alone, 
and this is to try our faith. 1 shall wait for 
you there. The only thing I dread is the last 
wrench.” Then turning to his loving aud de­ 
voted wife he said : "Do not leave me. When 
I open my eyes let me see you near. I want 
to look upon your face last.” In keeping 
with his “ quiet walks and ways,” he desired 
that his funeral tie private. Only a few in­ 
vited friends were requested to foliow him to 
it is last resting place. The funeral took place 
at his late residence, attended by those 
who knew him well and loved him for his. 
sterling qualities. Two of his favorite hymns 
were sung at his funeral: 
" 1 would not live cl way : I ask not to stay 
Where storm after storm rises dark o’er the way. 
The few lurid mornings that dawn on us here, 
Are enough for lift's woes, full enough for its 
cheer.” 
The other entitled: 
" When tiie mists have cleared away 
We shall know as we arc known, 
Nevermore to walk alone 
In the dawning of the morning 
When the mists have cleared away.” 
At tlie grave appropriate music was also 
rendered. After the floral tributes had all 
been bestowed, costly and rare, the desolate 
widow performed the last sad and touching 
ceremony. “ Let me see your face, let your 
hand perform the last kind office,” was his 
dying request. Accordingly the bereaved one 
stopped forward, assisted by loving friends, 
and laid a most beautiful hunch of violets (his 
favorite flowers) upon the new-made grave. 
That same devoted hand wrote for another 
the following words, appropriate to this hour 
as w ell: 
" Safely thou hast crossed the dark river, 
And safe on that beautiful shore 
Thou hast found thy long-lost loves ones, 
And met them to part no more. 
Thy cares, thy sorrows and thy toils are all done, 
Dear spirit, wait for me till I come.”]

Oregon and Walla Walla brands meet with 
a good inquiry at tlie low prices now ruling lor 
this class. 
WHEAT—For a week the market has been

# c ti for graues that come up to No. 1 snipping 
standard. Low prices have kept supplies back 
this season, though exporters do not complain 
of being unable to fill all needed requirements 
at the figures quoted. The crop this year has 
not been moved as quickly as might be desired, 
though appliances are at liana to facilitate 
much quicker motion if markets abroad would 
only shape in a way to warrant such action. 
The first signs of improvement at foreign ren­ 
ters would more than likely impart considerable 
activity in local grain circles. Low grades arc 
being taken with moderate freedom for super­ 
fine Flour at lower rates than prevail for good 
shipping parrels, while for a choice offering 
there is no difficulty in obtaining bettor figures.

Wheat is offered at less money 
on spot, and quotations for cargoes for shipment 
are reduced without attracting buyers.”

The 
m arket would be easier in tom* were it not for 
the storage of stock to meet Call Board contracts. 
This circumstance causes an absence of offerings 
on open ’Change, and gives holders encourage­ 
ment iu insisting on full quotations. Sellers to­

On call this morning the selling element ap­ 
peared to be the more numerous body, and com­ 
petition to put out contracts caused a break iu 
values. The market fell more than one cent 
during the session.
